A man who shudders at the very 
thought of a horse, and yet is come- 
pelled to ride an equine demon in a 
breakneck steeplechase—this is the 
theme of ‘“‘The Hottentot,” a new 
comddy in which William Collier 
appeared last night at the Ameri- 
can, after an absence of several] years 
from local theaters. 
| The changes are rung on this sine 
gle contretemps with such an inces- 
gant crackle of quip and persiflage, . 
which such resource and variety 
of incident, that the big first-night 
audience laughed with scarcely & 
pause throughout the play’s three 
acts. 

Collier has the part of a West- 
-erner who has not mounted a horse 
in many years, his nerves having 
i been riddled by a fall which nearly 
‘cost his life. In pursuit of a girl 
with whom he has faleln in love, 
he blunders into the horsey society 
of a fashionable hunting community 
near New York, only to find that 
he is believed to be another man 
of the same name, famous as “the 
greatest and gamest gentleman 
rider in America.” 

The comedian’s entrance in the 
first act caused shouts of merri- 
ment. He has been invited to “am- 
ble over” from one country house 
to another, and the groom, mindful 
of the great fame of the guest, 
mounts hirn upon a four-legged fiend 
which rejoices in the name of “The 
Hottentot.” This amiable crekture 
‘flings its rider over the highest 
ifence in the neighborhood, and he 
‘arrives in a complete state of 
| wreckage. 

“What are your racing colors?™ 
| dotingly asks the heroine, after the 
‘involuntary impostor has been re- 
/paired and dusted off 

“Black and blue,” he replies, rue- 
| fully caressing his wrenched limbs 
and a bump on his head. 


Wins Both Race and Girt. 

Nevertheless, it so turns out that 
the hero must ride “The Hottentot” 
in a steeplechase or be disgraced in 
the eyes of his sweetheart. The race 
is visualized for the audience by peo- 
ple who watch the course with field 
giasses; and Collier turns up, dire- 
fully cisheveled but triumphant, in 
time to clasp the heroine in his arms 
before the curtain falis. 

He is comically terror-stricken and 
desperaté throughout, while strug- 
gling at the same time to live up to 
his reputation as a daredevil. His 
funmaking has the familiar dry hu- 
mor, ludicrous facial expression and 
ability to extract mirth from the 
commonest incidents. His tribula- 
tions with a napkin and cup and 
saucer were sufficient to elicit 
shrieks of merriment from some of 
the audience. Detected in the act of 
giving $100 to the butler for hiding 
away the horse on which he was te 
ride, Collier launches into a long, 
rambling and improvised fiction 
which is one of the high spots of the 
play. 

Donald Meek, as a butler, distin- 
guishes himself for light and dexter- 
Oug comedy. Also to be mentioned 
| are Edwin Taylor as an English 
| groom and Paula Marr as a lively 
widow with two adjectives in her 
| vocabulary. Everything pleasing is 
|“priceless,” and everything dis- 
|agreeable is ‘‘poisonous.” Others in 
(the cast are puppets, more or lesa. 
|The comedy was written by Collier 
and Victor Mapes, after a volume of 
short stories by David Gray. The 
| production is excellently staged and 
| costumed.

day. The institute, which was 


‘formed under an agreement between 
‘the Carnegie Corporation and the 
Leland Stanford Jr. . University, 
where it will operate, will be headed 
by Dr. C. L. Alsberg, former chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Other members comprise Dr. Alonze 
E. Taylor, professor of physioclogiced 
chemistry at the University of Penne 
sylvania and Prof. Joseph 8S. Davies, 
assistant professor of economics at 
Harvard University. The directora, 
it was annoenced, will have author- 
‘ity to determine scientific policies of 
the institute and the problems to 
be studied. One of them wil be ig 
charge of the three separate divi- 
gions, which include physiology and 
chemistry of nutrition, chemistry of 
food manufacture, economics of food 
distribution. The general problem 
of agriculture as related to these in- 
terests and to the problems of retalJ 
marketing also Will be studied, 
| Leland Stanford University has 
also appointed members of an advise 
ory committee as follows: Hoover, 
‘Julius Barnes, Dr. J. C. Merriam, & 
R. Howard, Dr. William M. Jardine 
‘and George Reeding. 

The institute is the culmination of 
an idea propounded some time ago 
by Hoover. He went to the Car- 
negie Corporation and obtained their 
approval of the plan and the dona- 
tion of $700,000 for the work. The 
‘former food adimnistrator is ex- 
| pected to take an active part tn the 
\research work carried out by the 
new institution.

A Juvenile ana Domestic Rela- | 
tions Court under the supervision of , 
, one judge is advocated by Charles | 
'W. Hoffman, judge of the Juvenile | 
and Domestic Relations Courts of} 
Cincinnati, in an address today at a) 
‘luncheon given by the Board of Re-| 
ligious Organizations at Hotel | 
Statler on “The Social Aspects of the | 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Courts.”’ 

Juvenile courts have been in ex- 
istence for nearly two decades, yet 
| approximately 93 per cent are not. 
‘functioning and doing the work for | 
i'which they were designed, Judge | 
/‘Hoffman said. The two courts | 
should be co-ordinated, he added, if 
‘such cases as come up in these two. 
'courts are to be successfully han- | 
died. 

“We think of the greatest woes of | 
childhood as destitution and disease, | 
but delinquency shadows the lives of | 
more childreu and is of greater dan- | 
ger to our social life,’’ he continued. 
“One of the principal reasons why 
the juvenile courts have not func- 
tioned is because divorce and do-| 
mestic relation cases have not been 
given proper attention. In. Cincin- | 
nati, in 30 per cent of the divorce | 
cases, we find a record of the fam- | 
ily in the Juvenile Court.

“With the first agreement I am 
in accord to an extent, but I can- 
not see how it is praticable to ap- 
ply it in case of a continuing in- 
vasion of fundamental! national! 
or individual rights unless some 
authoritative international body 
has the power toJimpose and en- 
force an orderin the nature of an 
injunction, which will prevent the 
aggressor from further action un- 
til arbitration has settled 
the rights of the parties. How 
this can be done in a practical 
way I have not attempted to work 
out, but the problem is not easy, 
especially the part which relates 
to the enforcement of the order. 


“It is, however, the second 
agreement in regard to the im- 
position of international arbitra- 
tion by force, which seems to moa 
the most difficult, especially 
when viewed from the standpoint 
of its effects on our national 
sovereignty and national inter- 
ests. It is needless to go into 
the manifest questions arising 
when the modus operandi of the 
agreement is considered. Such 
questions as: Who may demand 
international intervention?. What 
body will decide whether the de- 
mand should be complied with? 
How will the internationa! forces 
be constituted? Who will take 
charge of the military and naval 
operations? Who will pay the ex- 
penses of the war (for war it 
will be)? 


“Perplexing as these questions 
appear to me, I am more con- 
cerned with the direct effect on 
this country. I do not belleve 
is wise to limit our in- 
dependence of action, a sovereign 
right, to the will of other powers 
beyond this hemisphere. In any 
representative international body 
ciothed with authority to require 
of the nations to employ their 
armies and navies to coerce one 
of their number, we would be in 
the minority. I do not believe 
that we should put ourselves in 
the position of being compelled 
to send our armed forces to Eu- 
rope or Asia or, in the alternative, 
of repudiating our treaty obliga- 
tion. Neither our sovereignty nor 
our interests would accord with 
such a proposition, and I am con- 
vinced that popular opinion aa 
well as the Senate would reject 
a treaty framed along such lines. 


“It is possible that the diffi- 
culty might be obviated by the 
establishment of geographical 
zones, and leaving to the groups 
of nations thus formed the en- 
forcement of the peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes. But if that is 
done why should all the world 
participate? We have adopted a 
much modified form of this idea 
in the proposed Pan-American 
Treaty by the ‘guaranty’ article. 
But I would not like to see its 
stipulations extended to the Eu- 
ropean powers so that they, with 
our full agreement,. would have 
the right to cross the ocean and 
stop auarrels between two Ameri- 
can Republics. Such authority 
would be a serious menace to the 
Monroe Dostrine and a greater 
menace to the Pan-American Doc- 
trine. 


“It appears to me that, if the 
first idea of the league can be 
worked out in a practical way 
and an international body con- 
stituted to determine when steps 
should be taken to enforce com- 
pliance, the use of force might 
be avoided by outlawing the of- 
fending nation. No nation today 
can live unto itself. The indus- 
trial and commercial activities of 
the world are too closely inter- 
woven for a nation isolated from 
the other nations to thrive and 
prosper. A tremendous economic 
pressure could be imposed on the 
outlawed nation by all other na- 
tions denying it intercourse of 
every nature, even communica- 
tion, in a word make that nation 
n pariah, and so to remain until 
it was willing to perform its ob- 
ligations. 

“Tl am not at all sure that this 
means is entirely feasible. I see 
many difficulties which would 
have to be met under certain con- 
ditions. But I do think that it jis 
more practical in operation and 
less objectionable from the stande 
point of national rights and in- 
terests thar. the one proposed by 
the league. It does not appear 
to me that the use of physical 
force {s in any way practical or 
advisable. 

“l presume. that vou are far 
more familiar than I am with the 
details of the plans of the league 
and that it may be presumptuous 
on mv part to write you as I 
have. I nevertheless felt it my 
duty to frankly give you my 
views on the subject and I have 
done so.

Tho New Prison. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I wish to submit to you the following 
views on sane prison reform which will 
appeal to fair-minded persons, particu- 
larly as it is for the protection of the 
general community, to which the pris- 
oner must ultimately return when he is 
discharged from prison. 

In my opinion, we must get away from 
the old style of prison buildings and grad- 
ually replace them by a cottage system 
and large farming plant. The feeble- 
minded and those mentally backward 
should be either sent to a different insti- 
tution or entirely separated from the oth- 
ers, and given that kind of work and 
treatment which is best suited to their 
condition. 

There ought to be a central building 
for vocational training and such indus- 
trial work as will be likely to educate 
the prisoners and teach them a trade, so 
- that they will be able to help themselves 
and their families when they leave 
prison. 

A wage should be paid to the prisoner. 
It should be a fair wage and must be 
earned by the work done by the prisoner, 
and in order that prison labor should 
not interfere with outside labor, the 
product of prison labor should be used 
for the needs of the State, in its prisons 
and its other institutions, and if there 
is a surplus of prison-made goods in one 
state they can be used in other states 
where they are needed.

JUST A MINUTE IN MEXICO. 


OMEWHERE IN MEXICO.—Guadalajara 
S: the second city of Mexico. It has a popu- 

lation of 150,000, and is more than 400 
years old. There are many foreigners in the 
city, which derives a large part of its sustenance 
from mining. The largest foreign club is that 
of the Spanish, and the next largest is the 
French club. The American club, with 400 
members, is the third largest, and the German 
club is next in size. Many Americans, not a 
few of them from St. Louis, welcomed us at 
Guadalajara. Among them was Joseph Schnai- 
der, whom many of us in St. Louls knew from 
Schnaider’s Garden. He has been a brewer here 
for 32 years. He fell on our necks, and we fell 
on his beer. We spent an afternoon in Guada- 
lajara, which reveals a side of the Mexicans 
none too familiar to us in the United States. 
This is one of the principal Mexican communi- 
ties from which young people have for a long 
time been sent to the United States for an edu- 
cation. It is a city of smart shops and a resi- 
dence district of the best style of Spanish lore- 
liness and seclusion. One forgets there the 
Mexicans of our own Southwest. The burro 
gives way to the Stutz Bearcat, and the adobe 
houses of our own New Mexico become the 
ee of villas, each set In its own inimitable 
park. 

There is nothing in Guadalajara to indicate 
that Mexico has been going through a series of 
revolutions. Inasmuch as the city has been 
several times captured, this surprised us great- 
ly. Indeed, all the traces of revolution we have 
ever seen were the dynamited cars and engines 
of the Mexican National Railway in the car 
shops at San Luis Potosi. At Celaya, where 
Obregon, with 80,000 men, defeated Villa with 
about the same number, in the greatest battle of 
all the revolutions, scarcely a scar remains. This 
ic not true everywhere in the republic, so we are 
told, but an American at Guadalajara had this 
to say about it: “When we compare the revolu- 
tionists of Mexico with those of most other 
countries, which is the only fair way to look at 
them, they were angels. It is true that they did 
exact from the rich the sinews of war, but they 
did Mexico very little physical damage. None of 
them left any such devastation behind him as 
Sherman left in his march to the sea.” 

Something of what has been going on in 
Russia hag been and is still going on in Mer? 
ico. Much of the land in the great estates has 
been restored to the people. Families which 
enjoyed special privileges under the old Diaz 
regime have been dispossessed of all or most of 
what they had. At Guadalajara we went into a 
beautiful home which we were told had been 
taken from its owner and restored to him when 
none of the poor felt equal to keeping it up. 
One man told us the Government was taking 
away from him the best 2000 acres of his es- 
tate, a tract entirely under irrigation. He said 
he had offered it 2000 acres of unirrigated land, 
but had not yet been able to dissuade the Gov- 
ernment from its original purpose. He did not 
say how much he would have left, but it will 
probably keep him. The landed gentry has 
owned Mexico. Some of the estates have been 
incredible in extent. The people who rule Mex- 
ico now do not think that all of this land was 
fairly come by, and they are giving it bak to 
the people. There is no other way to save a 
country once the landed gentry gets {ts greedy 
ciutches upon it. Of course, the landed gentry 
in Mexico has nothing good to say of the mo- 
tives of the Government in this operation, but 
when did the landed gentry of any country 
ever applaud such a movement for the well- 
being of humankind? The evil which we sought 
to correct in the United States with the Farm 
Loans Act had grown to such proportions in 
Mexico that it was about to devour the coun- 
try. 

Mexico feels keenly the uncertainty tn both 
countries as to our future attitude toward her. 
If we are to stand sii att side of those wh 
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wish to go back to the days of economic feu- 
dalism, then Mexico has shed her blood and 
suffered in vain. Upon the other hand, if we 
are to help her become a democratic and mod- 
ern state she will have added to her resolution 
the discouragement of those who look to us for 
aid and comfort. 

Mexico has no money. She needs foreign 
trade and investment. She is not, however, 
willing to barter away the country to have it 
developed. The Mexicans say they can, if nec- 
assary, make out somehow the way they have 
made out for the past 10 years if we cannot feel 
as they do about the country and their rights 
in it. It ig not what they would like to do. 
They are sick of fighting. They want to enjoy 
a prosperity which they cannot enjoy as long 
as there is no agreement between them and us. 
It is not a happy position for Mexico to be in, 
nor one in which the fair-minded people of our 
own country want to see her placed. 
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JOHN BURROUGHS. 

Oom John its gone. Among the buds and 
tendrils and early spring flowers of the Cats- 
kills they have buried him, and among the 
birds and little furry creatures he loved; and 
with the passing out of his earthly frame comes, 
as ever, a reawakening to the value of his 
work. 

There was little of the scientist In John Bur- 
roughs’ make-up, but much of the poet, and in 
his essays on the moods and secrets of nature 
his poetic bent found abundant room for ex- 
pression. It is In this idealistic side of his na- 
ture that he differed from those two other 
great American naturaliste—-Thomas Nuttall 
and John James Audubon. Nuttall, the scien- 
tific chronicler of the birds of America, loved 
ornithology. Burroughs loved the birds. <Au- 
dubon’s passion was for the accurate and min- 
ute portrayal of American birds and their en- 
vironment rather than for their heightening 
influence upon men’s souls. The detail of na- 
ture study came to Burroughs through his love 
for the creatures of the wild; Nuttall and Au- 


dubon derived whatever love they may have. 


possessed for the winged inhabitants of America 
from the scientific study of them. In other 
words, Burroughs based his studies of nature on 
love. Nuttall and Audubon based theirs on 
science. Scientific definiteness leaves scant 
space for poetic beauty. Indefiniteness, which 
Poe called the soul of poetic expression, gave 
charm to Burroughs’ work and play to his read- 
ers’ imagination. 

From Thoreau—tnfinitely more of the phil- 
osopher than a naturalist—too, Burroughs was 
different in that his philosophy contemplated 
none of the economic perplexities of the hermit 
of Walden Pond. There was more colorful, ma- 
terial fact than of colorless abstract speculation 
in Burroughs. . 

So it is, that lacking the scientific coolness of 
Audubon and Nuttall and the detracting acade- 
mic flights of Thoreau, that John Burroughs 
was, rough his honest emotion, all the more 
understood of the common people.

CONDITIONS IN EUROPE. 


|G. BERNARD SHAW in Leslie’s. 
) HE conditions here in Europe are very bad; 


end the prospects are worse. When a war is 


| over, the first thing to be done is to get rid of 
| all the men who have come to the top by pushing — 
it through. A war needs for its successful prose- 


cution men of one idea: the idea of winning at all 
costs. This is a soldier’s business; and the soldier 
must be backed by statesmen—on whom Naturs 
has imposed the limits that are imposed on the 
soldier by his profession. But the moment the 
war is over, this limitation becomes disastrous. 
The one idea of victory is replaced by the ons 
idea of security: the dread of defeat, instead of 


| being removed by victory, is merely transferred 


to the next war. When the order was given to 
cease firing in 1918 it should have been followed 
instantly by an order for the transportation of 
MM. Clemenceau, Poincare, Lloyd George and 
Marshal Foch to some pleasant island in the 
South Seas or the Mediterranean, and the cutting 
off of all communication with that favored spot 
for three years at least. Instead, they were left 
in charge of the affairs of Europe. Of course, 
they simply continued the war against enemies 
who had surrendered on President Wilson's terms, 
which were promptly treated as scraps of paper. 
As there were no longer soldiers in the fleld to 
be killed, they killed children by starvation. A; 
there were no more blockhouses and wire entan- 
glements to be battered down, they battered down 
international trade, by which alone Burope could 
be restored after four years’ devastation. They 
are doing it still. The war is not over: ft has 
only become a one-side@d war: that is, a mas- 
sacre. If the massacre were being conducted by

clothed. But it is being conducted without them; 
and the result is that there are 200,000 unem- 
ployed men, ci-devant heroes, starving because 
they won the war. Even the profiteers are begin-

That is the most 
cheerful news I have to offer. 


The remedy is, of 
course, to stop the war and organize peace at al! 
costs, just as the war was organized; but nobody 
seems to have the slightest intention of doing ft. 
So much the worse for civilization!

And you have no means of finding out how much progress you 
are making unless you check up regularly. 

Your journey may have no definite end, but ff you have any am- 
bition at all you want to get as far as you can while you are mak- 
ing it.
